Back from a 20 million year 
trip into man’s past, Professor 
L. S. B. Leakey will speak in the 
Hartnell library next Wednesday 
night on “Progress and Evolution 
of Man in Africa.” 

Dr. Leakey recently _ gained 
world wide fame when he dis- 
covered the fossilized remains of 
a pygmy sized man, who lived 
20 million years ago, at diggings 
in two areas of Kenya. 

The find, named the Kenyapi- 
thecus Africansus, reinforced the 
theory that the family of man 
was separated from its cousin, 
the ape, many millions of years 
earlier than previously was be- 
lieved. 
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The creature lived on meat 
and vegetable matter and showed 
many man-like characteristics not 
found in the ape. It predated 
any of man’s previously  un- 
earthed forebears by at least six 
million years. 


The 62-year-old British-born 
prehistorian said the teeth and 
jaw fragments of nine women 
and children had been discovered. 

Leakey reported the age of the 
remains had been determined by 
American scientists Garniss Cur- 
tis and Jack Eveinden of the 
University of California and by 
Dr. Jack Miller of Cambridge 


; University. 


Our Marine Expert to Describe 
His Work in Foreign Waters 


Next Monday evening Hartnell 
instructor Dr. Howard M. Feder 
will unfold the secrets of the 
briny deep when he speaks on 
“A Marine Biologist in Scandi- 
navia.” 

Appearing as part of the spring 
Hartnell Presents series, Dr. Fed- 
er will bring with him experi- 
ences gained while on a two 
year leave from Hartnell. Abroad 
he worked in such outstanding 
European laboratories as the 
Kristineberg Zoological Station in 
Sweden and the Marine Biologi- 
cal Laboratory in Denmark. 

To complete his two years of 
research, Dr. Feder spent the 
summer of 1966, under a+ Na- 
tional. Science Foundation  re- 
search fellowship, at the Bureau 
of Commercial Fisheries Labora- 
tory in La Jolla conducting im- 
portant experiments relating his 
European research results with 
experiments performed on Cali- 
fornia animals,

The Feders 
were able to spend one entire 
summer in Russia meeting the 
people and learning the customs 
of the USSR.

He was previously known for 
his work at Olduvai Gorge in 
Tanganyika, East Africa, where, 
with his wife and son, he dis- 
covered remains of man dating 
1,750,000 years into the past. 

In 1960, with the help of a 
National Geographic Society 
Committee for Research and Ex- 
ploration grant, Leakey and his 
staff put in 92,000 man-hours of 
excavating at Olduvai and made 
more finds of importance than 
in his previous 30 years of dig- 
ging. 

He will be speaking at 8 o’clock 
as part of the spring Hartnell 
Presents program.

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SECRET OF THE LOCKED CASE The Game? tt Was a Riot" 
— We Lose Bitter Contest 


Freedom of speech and the public trust are taking a small but 
obvious beating here at Hartnell College. In a way almost invisible 
to most students, an administrator, teacher or perhaps a janitor has 
mistaken his, or her authority for license to impress their opinions 
on-others. 

On a bulletin board facing the south entrance in Merrill Hall 
are three apparently insignificant objects which prompted the above 
statements. 

Two are glossy 8x10 photos of Salinas’ Republican Congressman, 
Burt Talcott. In one, he is being greeted somewhere by a contingent 
of Young Republicans; the other is Talcott’s portrait. 

The third item is a right wing, John Birch Society type pamph- 
let expounding the virtues of a republic as opposed to a democracy. 
In a series of cartoons this pamphlet shows that the democracy will 
stop at nothing to lead its people down that primrose path to social- 
ism and slavery, while the republic stands true and strong, protecting 
small children, dogs, mom’s apple pie, truth, justice and the Ameri- 

“can Way. 

Except for four class grade sheets, there is nothing else on the 
bulletin board. It is glass enclosed and securely locked. 

The name of the person or group responsible for this tiny dis- 
play is conspicious by its absence. The lock on the glass gives mute 
testimony to the fact that someone of an official nature lent his key, 
and apparently his approval to the display’s appearance. 

A visitor on Hartnell’s campus would find it impossible to de- 
termine whether this bulletin board is a political science class project 
or an expression of official school policy. 

A college campus, as a place of learning, should be a place 
where any and all political ideas can be aired, discussed and ex- 
amined, but this should be done in a responsible manner, with the 
name of the person or organization sponsoring the idea on display 
for all to see. Also, it is important that persons of a different or 
opposite point of view be given an equal opportunity to air their 
opinions. 

It is the job of a responsible school administration to make sure 
that no philosophy receives special treatment, regardless of who holds 
the key to the display case.
